Representatives of Organized 
Labor and of Industry Agree 
Upon Policy for the Future 


Make Joint Efforts Toward Solution of Problems in Connection with 
Reconstruction Period—In Perfect Accord for First Time 
in History of the Dominion 


OTTAWA, Dec. 4.—For the 


time in the history of the Dominion, | 


representatives of organized labor and 
the great manufacturing interests of 
the country and technical organiza- 
tions have agreed upon a policy to be 
recommended to the government. 
These recommendations deal with 
matters (to be carried out in connec- 
tion with the reconstruction period. 
The memorial which is being consid- 
ered by the cabinet this afternoon is 
the result of the conference held here 
last week. It suggests in a general 
way the appointment of a bureau of 
public welfare, the establishment of a 
bureau to take a survey of imports; 
the refining or manufacture in Can- 
ada of raw materials; scientific and 
industrial research; immigration; the 
immediate commencement of public 
works; co-operation with the prov- 
inces in the matter of technical edu- 
cation; an aggressive land settlement 
policy; establishment of employment 
bureaus and greater utilization and 
development of Canadian powers; co- 
operation between the militia depart- 
ment and the government employ- 
ment bureaus in the problems of de- 
mobilization and the commencement 
of an “optimism campaign” in which 
the newspapers of the country will be 
asked to assist. The memorial was 
presenteq by Tom Moore, president 
of the Trades and Labor Congress; 
G. M. Murray, general secretary of the 
Canadian Manufacturers’ association, 
and C. 8. Willis MacLatchin, repre- 
senting the joint committee of tech- 
nical organizations, Of outstanding 
importance is the fact that the docu- 
ment presented to the government 
this afternoon represents the résults 
of the most comprehensive effort evet 
made in Canada to bring capital and 
organized labor together in. the intex- 
ests of a better understanding. As a 
result of the conference of last week 
Canadian capital ang Canadian labor 
are probably closer together than ever 
before. The effect of this better feel- 
ing upon the future development of 
the country cannot be overestimated. 

The memorial follows: 

Bureau of Public Welfare 

That the government would be re- 
quested to establish immediately a 
bureau of public welfare to deal with 
such matters as health, sanitation, 
town planning, housing plans acci- 
dent prevention, aad every other mat- 
ter pertaining to the physical efficien- 
ey of the nation. 

Owing to the present dearth of 
suitable homes for workingmen, this 
particular subject should receive .the 
bureau's first consideration, Much 
could be accomplished through the 
co-ordination of the many agencies, 
private and governmental, dealing 
with these matters. 

Survey of Imports 
That a permanent representative bu- 
reau be established to take a survey 
of imports with a view to ascertain- 
ing what part of such imports could 
be avoided. Particular attention to 
be paid to the classification of the 
customs tariff. 
; The information thus gathered 
4 should be access‘ble to interested par- 
tles, as similar information is in any 
other countries 
Raw Materials 

The good work already done by our 
government in arranging to have 
more of our minerals refined in Can- 
ada, as in the case of nickel, should 
be continued as a general policy re- 
lating to all raw materials, so that 
such matertals will leave the country 
in as advanced a stage of manufac- 
ture as possible. 

Scientific and Industrial Research 

Having regard to the important part 
which research must necessarily play 
4 in Canadas industrial reconstruction, 

the appropriation for that purpose 
Wshould be increased to not less than 
79$1,000,000 annually, The board han- 
‘f diing that work should not be merely 
H advisory, ay at present, but should 

be clothed with specific executive 
JF powers, which powers should prefer- 
Bably be exercised by a board of man- 
6 agers upon which labor, manufactur- 
Hers and engineers should all have rep- 

resentation.

ILONDON, Dec, 4.—This was nomi- 
nation day for candidates for pariia- 
ment fn the genera! election and among 
the surprises was the appearance of 
an opponent to David Lloyd George 
at Carnarvon, from which district 
Lloyd George holds his seat. He is 
Austin Harrison, editor of the English 
Review, and ts standing on the plank 
of a league of nations and the aboll- 
tion of conscription, 

Another striking feature of the 
nominations was the large number of 
unopposed returns. Thus, out of 707 
members to be elected to the new par- 
Nament, 104 have already been re- 
turned unopposed—41 Coalition Un- 
ionists, 28 Coalition Liberals, 11 La- 
borites, 22 Sinn Feiners, 1 National- 
{ts and one Independent. 

Among those elected are Arthur J. 
Balfour, foreign secretary; William 
Brace, under-secretary to the Home 
Department, John Robert Lyons, for- 
mer food controller, Austen Chamber- 
lain, and Will Crooks, Laborite. 

The Sinn Feiners elected include 
Professor De Valera, for East Clare; 
Count Plunkett, for North Roscom- 
mon, and William Cosgrave, for Kil- 
kenny. 

The success of the Sinn Feiners in 
securing twenty-two returns out of a 
total of 105 Irish seats was another of 
the day's surprises. They had only six 
seats in the last parliament.

Avoidance of Trouble Depends 
upon Interpretation and Ap- 
plication—London Paper 


LONDON, Dec. 4.—President Wil- 
son's address to the American con- 
gress was extensively commented up- 
on by this morning's newspapers. The 
Morning Post, while paying tribute in 
the warmest terms to the president 
and to American co-operation in the 
war, insists upon the importance of 
the exact relation of the ‘fourteen 
points” to the peace settlement being 
understood. It thinks the points were 
accepted too hastily by the Allied 
governments, It relies, however, upon 
the president’s definition of them as 
an outline of the basis of peace and 
regards them as a “serviceable instru- 
ment with which to begin the work 
of securing peace,” everything de- 
pending upon their interpretation and 
application, 

The Daily News asks anxiously for 
evidences of the acceptance of the 
spirit of the “fourteen points,” the let- 
ter of which was accepted, with one 
exception by the Allies, and deplores 
the “ominous absence of any consid- 
ered or worthy reference to the su- 
preme issue before the world.”

ly Foundered in Lake Superior 
During Storm 


SAULT STE MARIF, Mich., Dec. 4. 
—Overdue eleven days, and without 
even a call from their wireless appar- 
atus to give a hint of their fate, it 
now seems certain that the two 
French mine trawlers, Cerisoles and 
Inkerman, which left Fort William 
November 23 bound for the Atlantic 
coast, have gone down in Lake Supe- 
rior with all hands. Each vessel car- 
ried a crew of thirty men, 

Every device known to marine men 
has been exercised in an effort to lo- 
cate or get in touch by wireless with 
the two boats, but without the least 
success, 

On November 28 three mine scoop- 
ers, constructed for the French gov- 
ernment for the purpose of clearing 
the seas of Hun mines, put out from 
Fort William on the first of their long 
journey to salt water. Besides the two 


boats mentioned, the Sebastopol, with , 


Captain Leclere, & French naval offi- 
cer, in command, moved ahead of the 
little squadron and acted as pilotship. 
Twenty-four hour out heavy weather, 
accompanied by thick snow, was en- 
countered, and the Sebastopol, lost 
sight of the Inkerman and Cerisoles 
in the heavy seas running. Two days 
later, or on November 26, the Sebasto- 
pol locked down through the Canadian 
canal, expecting her two consorts to 
follow a few hours behind. When last 
seen both boats were making heavy 
weather, the seas rolling high over 
‘them and tossing the 150 foot 
craft about like a couple of corks. 
There are several islands behind which 
the boats might have taken shelter, 
but with the passing of days and the 
arrival of smoother water, failure of 
the trawlers to turn up has compelled 
marine men to admit that there is 
little chance of the craft having lived 
through the storm. 

A sinister rumor is in circulation 
here to the effect that one of the ves- 
sels, the Sebastopol, carried a register- 
ed pilot, and that the arrangement was 
for the other two to follow her close- 
ly. With this presumption the dis- 
appearance of the flagship in the 
snowstorm would mean the consort’s 
skippers were without guidance on the 
great uncharted sea, the heavy clouds 
of snow precluding the possibility of 
taking an observation even were they 
equipped to do so, The Sebastopol 
proceeded on her trip down the lakes 
and is now at Kingston, awaiting some 
tidings of the missing ships.

Escorting Wilson to France 
Will Take Troops Home 


PARIS, Dec. 4.—-The ten American 
dreadnoughts which will escorr Pres- 
ident Wilson into French water, will 
turn about immediately after they 
arrive, to carry homeward a 
party of American soldiers and sailors. 
The trip will be so timed that the men 
will arrive at a home port by Christ- 
mas.

| The 'Flu Epidemic 


With regara to the criticisms which 
have been made upon the work of the 
board of health during the recent 
epidemic, Mr. O'Connor’ said that 
| there was no occasion for pessimism 
| in connection with the local situation. 
The published report respecting New 
York showed that that city had had 
147,000 cases of the disease and 20,- 
000 deaths, a percentage of fatalities 
of 13%, while Edmonton, with 8,000 
cases. had had. 370 deaths 4many of 
}them being patients who had been 
brought in from points outside the 
city ina serious condition) and 370 
deaths, which was only 3% per cent. 
The speaker said that Calgary had 
had a milder type of the disease and 
| that Winnipeg had suppressed its fig- 
ures. 

Mr. Clarke had attacked the effi- 
clency of the chief of police. But the 
elty council had no jurisdiction over 
the police department. That was in 
the sole control of the police commis- 
sion, consisting of the judge of the 
district court, the magistrate and the 
mayor for the time being. No one of 
these could dismiss the chief of police 
and, as far as that went, it did not 
make a particle of difference who was 
elected.

Mr. O'Connor then referred to Mi

Returning to the matter of city 
finances Mr, O'Connor said that one 
of the first things the new mayor 
would have to do on the first of the 
year would be to obtain an immediate 
loan of $400,000 in order to maintain 
the city’s credit and in order to avoid 
repudiation of indebtedness, There 
would be due on the first of the year 
$212,496.91 in interest coupons, paya 
ble at London, Eng., Toronto, Montre- 
al, New York and Chicago. There 
were also coming due during the year 
Mabilities totalling $2,500,000, which 
would have to be renewed, as they 
could not possibly be paid. 

Now, Mr. Clarke had been asserting 
that the Imperial Bank had been run- 
ning the city and had abused that In- 
stitution by every epithet he could lay 
| his tongue to. Yet, on the first of 
| January he would be obliged to go to 
the manager of the Imperial Bank, hat 
in hand, and borrow $212,496.91. Hu- 
man nature being what it fs, was it 
iikely that the manager of that instl- 
tution would make the loan whieh 
would be necessary if the city was to 
meet its pledged obligations? The fact 
of the matter is that the city’s condi- 
tion is #0 precarious that at this time 
and in this place it cannot afford to 
offend the bank The city needs $2,- 
600,000 next year.

“During the month of November 
considerable latitude was allowed in 
connection with supplying of liquor, 
by reason of the ‘flu epidemic, but the! 
necessity for this has now passed, and 
hereafter no liquor must be supplied | 
except on a doctor's prescription which 
is delivered to you by the person 
wanting such liquor. | 

“Reports have reached me that in 
some cases blank prescriptions are 
furnished, also that one prescription | 
is used for a number of sales. Prosecu- | 
tlon will be instituted wherever such 
practice Is followed. 

“I also beg to notify you that under | 
section 19 of the act; the attorney- 
general may call upon a druggist to 
verify his records by affidavit, which 
affidavit shall state his belief in the 
bona fides of the documents filed. At 
the end of this month notice will be 
sent to druggists, caling on them for | 
affidavits, setting out the amount of 
liquor in their possession on the first 
day of December, also particulars of 
sales of such liquor during the month 
of December, liquor on hand at the end 
of December, prescriptions on which 
liquor has been sold, with such further 
particulars as may seem to be neges-

Recent despatches tell us that 
Kiev has been captured by the 
Cossacks and Lemberg by the 
Poles.

A Warning ; 
The electors of the city are being

The people of Edmonton 
took upon themselves the burden 
they are under, and they must get 
together and carry it or suffer the 
consequences. The point worth 
noting in the wild appeal for votes 
is the admission that an adminis- 
tration may gain power next Mon- 
day which the banks would con- 
sider so irresponsible that they 
would refuse the city credit. 


Money Would Be the Object 


In his own interests, the citizen 
who should be most anxious to 
keep the city from going into the 
hands of a receiver is the man who 
conducts a business, works for 
wages, has an income from invest- 
ments, or who has wealth in any 
form that can be levied upon and 
gold for cash. Money being what 
the receiver would be after, he 
would naturally go to those who 
were receiving money, or who had 
something which could be readily 
disposed of on the market, Under 
his regime the business tax, the in- 
come tax and the tax on improye- 
ments would be far more likely to 
be incre than reduced or abol- 
ished, Mhese taxes are  collect- 
able; the tax on vacant property 
may or may not be, is more likely 
not to be. The receiver would go 
after cash where he could lay 
hands upon it, whoever had it.

The Fatalities Compared 

A recent official report of the 
flu epidemic in New York gave 
137,000 cases and 20,000 deaths-- 
a proportion of deaths to cases of 
14 per cent. 

t is estimated that Edmonton 
‘has had nearly 8,000 flu cases— 
(one-third of the medical men re- 
porting 4,368 cases). 
‘deaths were about 375, 


number possibly 300 were citizens ; 
the balance came from outside the 


city, 

Tiree hundred deaths to 8,000 
cuses is three and three-quarters 
per cent in Edmonton as against 
14 per cent in New York. Perhaps 
the precautions taken in Edmon- 
ton had some effect, after all; and 
possibly if they had been more 
effectively taken the death rate 
would have been less. The epi- 
demic has abated but has not dis- 
appeared. It has recurred with 
increased violence in other places. 
The most approved precautions 
should be carefully observed un- 
til the plague has finally disap- 
peared, 


The Crisis, 

Edmonton is recovering from the 
visitation of an epidemic which 
called out, as never before, the 


spirit of co-operation and the sense 
of interdependence among its citi- 
zens. Unmindful of their personal 
concerns and at risk of health and 
life, women and men gave them- 
selves up for weeks to the task of 
caring for the afflicted. Thanks to 
the service thus rendered the epi- 
demic has been checked, hundreds 
of lives have been saved and we 
are on the way to a resumption of 
normal conditions. 

The need for unity and co-oper- 
ative effort for the common good 
holds all the time, and in relation 
to the ordinary affairs of the city. 
A city is organized for the very 
purpose of securing from each re- 
sident in the community a _ con- 
tribution of effort and money, and 
of using this combined effort to 
promote the comfort, convenience 
and well-being of all. 

In the nature of things a city is 
an institution to which the indi- 
vidual must expect to contribute. 
The measure of the city’s power to 
promote the interests and happi- 
ness of its citizens is determined 
by the willingness of its citizens to 
contribute to the common fund. A 
city whose residents are not will- 
ing, or not able, to provide the ne- 
cessary funds is a city powerless 
to protect the health or to advance 
the social and material conditions 
of its citizens. If nothing is put in, 
nothing can be got out. 

Edmonton has been brought to 
the brink of financial disaster by 
the over-optimism of its residents 
as to the amount of service the 
city’could render them. Misled by 
a time of abnormal prosperity we 
over-estimated ‘the “amount we 
could afford to put into the com- 
mon fund year by year. And on 
the strength of that miscalculation 
the city borrowed money in such 
large amounts that to meet the in- 
terest and sinking fund require- 
ments, and to carry on any sort of 
ordinary services, brings us face to 
face with default and bankruptcy. 

To meet that contingency a 
change in the system of taxation 
was made, It was made because it 
was necessary. Without it bank- 
ruptcy was as certain as the sun- 
rise. The owners of real estate, 
from whom we drew all the re- 
venue in past years, could not pay 
under the prevailing conditions, 
and the city has not been able to 
sell any fraction worth mention- 
ing of the vast areas of vacant lots 
it has seized and offered for sale 
for the arrears of taxes. As that 
source of revenue had dried up, 
other sources had to be found. 

A tax has been imposed upon 
business, a tax on improvements 
on property, a tax on incomes. Na- 
turally, these taxes are not wel- 
come. No tax ever is. They im- 
pose burdens where they were not 
imposed before, and increase the 
tax bills of many who had been 
former contributors. It may be 
that the amounts of the taxes are 
unjust or inequitable, and that 
they need to be readjusted, But 
the bald fact is that without these 
taxes the city would now be in the 
hands cf a receiver, and if they are 
repealed without being adequately 
replaced it will go into the hands 
of a receiver. 

There is an appeal in these cir- 
cumste ces to the civic patriotism 
of the residents of the city ; a chal- 
lenge to their willingness to stand 
together to save the city and_its 
power to protect and promote their 
interests; a challenge also to avert 
the business depressio.. and the ad- 
verse conditions which would have

to be looked for if the city were | 
allowed to go into default; a chal- | 


lenge to meet economic and 
dustrial inenace with the same 
spirit of co-operation for the corm- 
mon good as found expression in 
the campaign against the ‘flu. 
Necessarily this is a call to saeri- 
fice. It means in plain language 
that we must go down into our 
pockets, whether we have done so 
for civie purposes in the past or 
not. It may involve a sacrifice of 
opinion for some who do not think 
the new forms of taxation are jus- 
tifiable or advantageous. But the 
circumstances are urgent, This is 
no time to debate rival theories of 
taxation, The city must meet its 
obligations or its citizens will be 
subjected to the mercies of a re- 
ceiver whose only business would 
be to get the money due his prin- 
cipals, quite regardless of who he

This is a time above all others 
when the men who are to have 
charge of the city’s taxation and 
spending should be men who have 
a stake in the city, who stand to 
lose if the city loses, who stand to 
win if the city succeeds; who have 
experience, character and ability, 
and upon whom dependence can 
be placed to deal honestly and 
fairly with the important interests 
placed in their hands. .

What we need most is the establishment of 
manufacturing industries which will ensure a larger pay-roll. 


There are few vacant houses in the well-settled portions 
of our City, and the return of our soldiers and the immigra- 
tion which is sure to follow the end of the war will require 
the building of many houses and will revive the building trades 
to a large extent. 


This is the time for optimism, not pessimism. 


2 Reduction in Taxation 


This can only be accomplished tn four respects: 

(a) The Provincial Government must be induced to pay a fair 
share of the cost of education in the city The following table shows 
what is contributed per pupil, per year, by the various Western provin" 
cial governments to the different cities In each province: 


Public School, High School. 


EDMONTON ... $1.87 $7.73 
WINNIPEG 4.11 16.58 
REGINA.... tee 5.18 30.63 
VICTORIA... . 15.80 18.04 


(b) The Dominion Government must be !nduced to do its part 
toward the support of the technical school. 


Recalculation of Debentures 


(c) A large portion of our taxes goes toward the payment of ma- 
turing debentures. If permission can be obtained to recalculate these 
debentures, it will take a great burden off our shoulders and enable 
posterity to bear its fair share of the value of the improvements. 


Rigid Economy 
(4) Much has been done toward this in the past few years, It 
should be still possible to make substantial improvements from time 
to time. For example, the city utilides during the nine months ending 
September 80th, 1917, showed a loss of $17,000.00. For the same 
period in 1918 there is a profit of $37,000.00-——a total betterment of 
$64,000.00, This policy should be continued. 


3 Business Tax 


This tax is new and has worked some hardship, I am in favor 
of appointing a committee with representatives of all classes to dis- 
cuss the necessary adjustments. 


4 Health 


The health of the inhabitants of the city should be the first consideration. 
With this is involved the housing problem—that is, the building of sanitary 
homes under healthful conditions and the tearing down of all unhealthy etruc- 
tures. I am in favor of a survey of our city sanitation and housing with @ 
view to ascertaining what can be done to prevent contagio nd other diseases, 
When this survey ls completed we will know what is required and what the 
cost will be. It will also be my aim to maintain to Edmonton a competent 
department of public bealth equipped in every way to combat disease, 


2, k » 
5 Parks 

As I anderstand it, the idea that the exhibition board bed in mind was not 
the closing of the park, but that a better park be made by providing attractions 
and amusements for the public. I would favor removing ty bigh board fence 
which bow separates the park from the exhibition grounds and building a wire 
fence around, It must be understood that the exbibition grouuds ere under 
the control] of the city council, excepting only during exh Ditton week, The 
result would be that the whole exhibition grounds would be avaliable 
except during that week 


6 Police 


In some quarters the present chief of police ts charged with Inefficiency. 
Neither 1 vor any other man bas any power to dismiss him. To avoid placing 
this power ln the bands of the mayor or counell alone was the very reason for 
constituting a police commission composed of the mayor, a Judge and a magle- 
trate--at the present, Judge Taylor and Magistrate Vrimbose-—-and for laying 
down the principle that the chief could not be dismissed except for cause No 
charges bave thus far been made aud substantiated, Were mayor I would, 
as ap individual member of the commission, insist on the most thorough prob 
ing of any charge which might be preferred by apy citizen or auy association, 
and to vote for dismissal if the charge were proven. 


7 Credit 


The City’s credit must be maintained at all costs, We 
must pay our debts as they mature, I am opposed to any re- 
pudiation of liabilities. I do not want to attain office by lead- 
ing anyone to believe that we ean escape payment of our liabili- 
ties.
